But town councillors agreed last week at their town 
council meeting, to start plans to urge businesses in 
the town and for those organisations supported by the 
council through grants and funding - such as the arts 
centre, leisure centre and museum - to support the 
proposal. 

Cllr Julian Jones said that one of the main objectives 
is to kickstart a voluntary decision by all employers 
in Bridport to get behind the idea. 

“I have a lot of confidence in the town’s employers 
that they will be open to this proposal,” he said. 

“We need to show solidarity for young people in the 
town, the minimum wage that is going to increase on 
April 1st that George Osborne has proposed, only ap¬ 
plies to those aged 26 and above. 

“The person below 26 working next to the person 
aged 26 and above is doing the exactly the same job 
but being paid less - that is sheer discrimination. 

“Six months from now I would really like to walk 
down the street and see a sticker in every window say¬ 
ing ‘we are a living wage employer’ and if we did 
that, we would probably be the first town in the coun¬ 
try to do it. 

“We would be an example to others who might fol¬ 
low.” 

He said there had been research from the Living

Wage Foundation, which shows benefits to employers 
who are paying the living way, including it being mo¬ 
tivating for staff, absence seems to drop by a quarter 
and good retention of staff. 

Cllr Ros Kayes supported the motion and wants to 
work with Bridport Business Chamber of Trade to 
support businesses and take the first steps in making 
Bridport a living wage town. 

She said: “We had a previous motion that the town 
council agreed to pay our own staff the living wage 
and that is great but two years have gone by and it 
needs to be extended. 

“It concerns me that some employers may not be 
able to do it immediately although they may very

PETER Smith lives in Bridport and moved 
to Dorset from London in 2000 after taking 
early retirement in 1997. 

He worked from an apprentice gardener 
to parks management and when he moved 
to the area he started a part time job at Ab- 
botsbury Subtropical Gardens where he 
still works three days a week in the sum¬ 
mer. 

Peter realised that after renovating the 
former farmhouse where he lives, he had 
spare time and it was not yet time to slow 
down, so he is also members of Symonds- 
bury Parish Council and chairman of the 
Western Area Transport Action Group 
(WATAG). 


• YOU are chairman of WATAG, what in¬ 
spired you to be a part of the group? 

I was nominated as the Parish Transport Repre¬ 
sentative with WATAG the local group who sup¬ 
port the use of public transport we help to 
negotiate improvements to the services avail¬ 
able with both the county council and commer¬ 
cial operators. Eventually I became treasurer 
and when Bob Driscoll decided to take a break 
as chairman, I was the only nomination. 

• WHAT are the biggest problems facing 
rural public transport today? 

The huge reduction in funds available for trans¬ 
port subsidy due mostly by government taking 
their financial support from local councils and 
no increase in council tax to replace the fund¬ 
ing, which had led to a huge increase in bus 
services from Bridport to Dorchester, Wey¬ 
mouth, Axminster and even Exeter, which were 
funded by Dorset County Council from the early 
2000s. This gave an hourly service to Dorchester 
from early morning till late evening for the first 
time ever (the first bus had not reached Dorch¬ 
ester till well after 10am)! 

While daytime services are still well used the 
Sunday and evening services are under threat. 
Most routes need 20 passengers to be finan¬ 
cially viable as both the X31 and X53 were taken 
out of subsidy by the operators some years ago. 

In a way we were ahead of the cuts now im¬ 
posed around the country a situation is not 
helped by the amount reimbursed for conces¬ 



sion ticket use, which is controlled by a govern¬ 
ment formula. 

There are currently some proposals to give 
councils more say over local bus services a sit¬ 
uation, which we will monitor carefully over the 
next few years and be hopefully involved in.

• YOU are also a councillor for Symonds- 
bury Parish Council, when did you join and 
why? 

I had become treasurer of Eype Schoolroom, 
which is the village hall soon after our arrival 
here. The late Bill Bartlett, who was chairman 
and a parish councillor, suggested I took the va¬ 
cant position of the parish council representa¬ 
tive as a governor at Symondsbury School (a 
post which has been deleted). Our daughter 
was to become a pupil there so I became a par¬ 
ent governor and served for eight years includ¬ 
ing three as chairman. 

When our daughter moved to Colfox I was a 
parent governor for four years. She has just 
started sixth form at what is now the Sir John 
Colfox Academy. I had soon become a parish 
councillor, filling a casual vacancy and being 
elected in 2007 in what was the first time in liv¬ 
ing memory that there were more candidates 
than places! 

• ARE there any other groups you are a part 
of? 

I have been on the Bridport Food Festival Com¬ 
mittee for about four years and can usually be 
found at the entrance gate letting the stall hold¬ 
ers in at 7am! 

• WHAT do you like to do in your spare 
time? 

In my spare time I also deliver the Parish Maga¬ 
zines do some gardening and watch TV (the 
parliament channel if I'm really bored). 

• IF you won the Lottery, what would be the 
first thing you would do? 

If I won the Lottery I think a new car would be 
first then to give a lot of thought to anything 
left!

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Loders one step closer to Neighbourhood Plan 


A LOCAL community is now a step closer to hav¬ 
ing greater influence over planning decisions in 
their area. 

A final version of the Loders Neighbourhood 
Plan, which also includes Uploders and sur¬ 
rounding settlements, has been submitted to 
West Dorset District Council for examination. 

The plan has been drawn up by local people, 
and agreed by the parish council, who feel con¬ 
fident that the plan reflects the hopes and views 
of the local community. 

Neighbourhood Plans were introduced in the 
Localism Act 2011 and aim to give residents 
more say in the future use of land and buildings 
in their area. 

It can outline where new homes, shops or of¬ 
fices might be built or where important green 
spaces might be protected. 

If the Neighbourhood Plan is approved follow¬ 
ing examinations, a supported by a local refer¬ 
endum, it will be used to make decisions on 
planning applications.

The district council is required to consult on the 
plan proposals before the examination can take 
place. 

People who live, work or run a business in the 
Loders neighbourhood area have until Friday, 
November 6th to raise any concerns they may 
have about the plan.These concerns will then be 
passed on to an independent examiner to con¬ 
sider. 

Cllr Ian Gardner, West Dorset District Council's 
portfolio holder for planning, said: "Residents of 
Loders have an excellent opportunity to shape 
their community through the Neighbourhood 
Plan. 

"I would encourage people who have any con¬ 
cerns about the contents of the plan or how it 
was produced to let the district council know 


their thoughts before the end of the consulta¬ 
tion period."

Waste management centre opens tomorrow 


BRIDPORT’S new waste manage¬ 
ment centre is set to open to the pub¬ 
lic tomorrow (Thursday 1 st) bringing 
to an end a 22-year wait. 

The new facility at Broomhills, off 
the A35, combines a household recy¬ 
cling centre (HRC) and waste trans¬ 


fer station. 

The town has been without a dedi¬ 
cated waste centre since the Bothen- 
hampton landfill site closed in 1993 
and, since 1998, residents have used 
the small temporary HRC on South 
Street, which due to its town centre

on Saturdays and is closed on Sun¬ 
days. 

But the South Street site will close 
permanently today (Wednesday, 
September 30th). 

The new centre will be open seven 
days a week and will allow residents 
to recycle an extensive range of 
household materials. 

It is built on split levels, with the 
HRC on the upper level, allowing 
residents to drive up a place items di¬ 
rectly into the containers below 
without the need to climb steps. 

The waste transfer station on the 
lower level will be used to store and 
bulk up rubbish and recycling col¬ 
lected from local households and the 
HRC before it is transported to treat¬ 


ment and disposal facilities. 

The £8 million centre has been 
built with a green roof and solar pan¬ 
els to power the site’s lighting, and 
with timber-clad walls to help the 
centre bled into the surrounding 
Area of Outstanding Natural beauty 
(AONB). 

Construction of the site also in¬ 
cluded a new signal-controlled junc¬ 
tion on the A35 with only vehicles 
turning right out of the site triggering 
a red light, as other vehicles will use 
filter lanes to go in and out. 

The opening of the new centre co¬ 
incides with the introduction of the 
new Recycle for Dorset collection 
service in the Beaminster, Bridport 
and Lyme Regis area, which begins 
on Monday, October 19th.

much like the idea of this and that perhaps supporting them to do it in stages over 
a couple of years might be helpful to some employers. 

“I think more people will shop in shops or use services that use the living wage 
because they will want to support the concept.” 

Cllr Keith Day and Cllr Jeremy Brodie abstained from voting for or against the 
proposal. 

Cllr Keith Day said: “The biggest problem that I see, and through my experience 
at the CAB, I still have people who come to me who are employees in this town, 
they work for companies or organisations that are very marginal, especially sea¬ 
sonal ones, and these people are worried about their jobs. 

“They have heard their employers talking about the living wage and they are 
concerned that they would rather have a job at the minimum wage, or slightly 
above it, than no job at all. 

“I think it could have a detrimental effect.”

ANOTHER 500 people 
signed a petition calling 
for a change in the way 
West Dorset District 
Council in run at the 
weekend. 

Organisers, the Public 
First Group, say many

“Public hostility to

Many 
were also agitated at a 
further loss of £250,000 
that now becomes 
payable to developers, 
Simons, in the absence 
of a Phase 2.”

IT is a great disappointment to us that 
one or two of the parties who have an 
interest in the future of St Michael's 
Trading Estate seem only able to in¬ 
dulge in sniping, criticising and con¬ 
frontation while giving the impression 
that their only aim is to ensure the best 
for St Michael's.

and therefore can be considered as 
having some knowledge about the 
needs of Bridport. 

The letters from Andrew Leppard and 
his fellow directors of Enterprise St 
Michael's consistently present inaccu¬ 
rate and misleading figures, this time in 
regard to the loss of workspace, num¬ 
ber of tenants and numbers employed 


and rental income - all presented as 
facts which they are not. 

Among the latest ludicrous state¬ 
ments from Andrew Leppard is that 
there is no demand for office space in 
Bridport.

In 1968, Hayward & Co adopted the 
then pioneering vision of offering af¬ 
fordable and cheap rents for small local 
businesses.

months. That approach remains in 
place today and a number of tenants 
continue to be helped in this way. 

After criticising us and our ability to 
manage the estate and regularly imply¬ 
ing that we are mean, money grabbing 
landlords, Enterprise St Michael's then 
suggests they are ready to "work with 
the district council and Haywards to 
that end." 

We would like nothing better but, 
since their formation, the directors of 
Enterprise St Michael's have generated 
a continuous stream of criticism of Hay¬ 
ward & Co. Their latest (unsigned)letter 
suggests we are unwilling to grasp the 


opportunity that St Michael's presents

Council under fire over cuts 


DORSET County Council has come under fire as 
councillors are claiming it is planning cuts to 
adult social care and mental health services. 

Liberal Democrat councillors on the authority 
have hit out at what they say is a poorly publi¬ 
cised proposal that will potentially reduce qual¬ 
ity of care to vulnerable adults throughout 
Dorset 

The Assessment of Care Coordination Review 
Dorset (ACCoRD) in subject to an internal consul¬ 
tation, which ends on Thursday, October 1 st. 

It proposes restructuring of adult social 
care and mental health locality teams in 
Dorset with a key aim if the restructure being to 
make savings, including a reduction of 15 per 
cent on mental health and substance abuse 
teams. 

Reductions will include moving from 145 social 
workers to 116 and from 50 to 42 care support 
coordinators in the mental health teams, local 
teams for adult services and the drug and alco¬ 
hol abuse service as well as carers'case workers 
and support. 

Ros Kayes, Bridport's county councillor and a 
mental health professional and campaigner, said: 
"It makes little sense for the CCG to promote hos¬ 
pital at home support but for the numbers of lo¬ 
cality teams - social workers and mental health 
coordinators - to be cut at the same time. 

"It is trimming the wick at both ends and there 
will be no more candle to burn. 

"Too many people will fall through the net on 
this. I have grave concerns about this policy." 

The proposed changes also include increasing 


the number of occupational therapy assistants 
from 85 to 103 and maintaining the amount of 
rehabilitation officers. 

Catherine Driscoll, director for adult and com¬ 
munity services at Dorset County Council, said: 
"Dorset County Council is going through a num¬ 
ber of staff restructuring programmes in order to 
ensure that services are able to meet outcomes 
for Dorset residents within reduced financial re¬ 
sources. 

"ACCoRD is one of these internal restructuring 
programmes, developed in partnership with 
staff. 

"It forms a crucial part of our ongoing efforts to 
maintain high standards of care in the face of in¬ 
creasing demand and reduced financial re¬ 
sources for our adult social care services across 
Dorset. 

"While the need to make savings is important, 
the key aim of the review is to establish how we 
can make better use of our limited resources. 

"Our intention is to improve outcomes and ex¬ 
periences for our customers and carers - without 
a reduction in the quality of our front-line serv¬ 
ices - by working more flexibly, reducing bureau¬ 
cracy and focusing on early help and 
intervention. 

"The proposals do not include a withdrawal of 
services, so are not the subject of public consul¬ 
tation. 

"We are still discussing these proposals with 
our teams and will directly engage with commu¬ 
nity groups and members of the public when we 
have confirmed our plans."

Otter remains found in illegal trap 


THE Environment Agency has warned of the dan¬ 
gers of illegal crayfish traps after an otter was 
found drowned in a river in Bridport. 

The remains of the otter were discovered in the 
River Asker by a dog walker. 

The animal had entered the trap, but was unable 
to escape because the device hadn’t been fitted 
with an otter guard. 

However, this is not an isolated incident as an 
otter was recently found drowned in an illegal trap 
in Cornwall, another drowned in an illegal net near 
Trowbridge in Hampshire and one was found in an 
illegal snare in Bleadon, Somerset. 

Sandie Moors, a spokesperson for the Environ¬ 
ment Agency, said: “It is tragic this otter met its 
end by drowning in such a horrendous way. 

“The trap was being used illegally on an unau¬ 
thorised site. Eel nets and crayfish traps can only 
be used with permission from the land owner and 
consent of the Environment Agency. 

“Illegal traps put other species such as water 
voles and small dogs at risk.” 

Eel nets and crayfish traps are licensed by the En¬ 
vironment Agency in a similar way that anglers 
need to licence their fishing rods. 

Each net and trap should display a numbered tag 
to allow identification and be fitted with a guard to 
prevent otters entering and becoming trapped. 

Otters were common in the British Isles up until 
the 1950s, but became rare in many areas due to 
the use of pesticides, habitat loss and water pollu¬ 
tion. 

They are making a good recovery in Dorset, 
partly due to efforts being made to improve water 
quality, improved habitats and the restrictions on 
the use of harmful pesticides. 

However, there are still threats to their successful 
re-establishment primarily from road accidents but 
also the use of illegal nets. 

The otter is a European Protected Species and is 


also fully protected under Schedule 
Five of the Wildlife and Countryside 
Act 1981. 

It is breaking the law to capture, 
kill, disturb or injure otters, damage 
or destroy a breeding or resting 
place, obstruct access to their resting 
or sheltering places and to possess, 


sell, control or transport live or dead 
otters, or parts of otters.

A great number of those were 
women, some of whom flew 
more than 300 different aircraft. 

Canon Evans was thanked for 
his informative talk by group

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Increase targeted road policing to 
drive down rising deaths on the road 


THE Royal Society for the Prevention of Accidents (RoSPA) says more 
needs to be done to protect vulnerable road users after new figures 
reveal a rise in the number of deaths on Britain's roads. 

The family safety charity is advocating a range of solutions to drive 
down the number of deaths and life-changing injuries on Britain's 
roads, including ensuring there are sufficient numbers of police tar¬ 
geting careless drivers who put themselves and others at risk. 

Statistics released today by the Department for Transport show an 
increase in the number of people killed or seriously injured, in partic¬ 
ular pedestrians, cyclists and motorcyclists, last year (2014) compared 
to 2013. 

RoSPA is concerned, as the figures show a 4 per cent 
rise in deaths to 1,775. Of particular concern is the 
number of vulnerable road users being killed or in¬ 
jured. Three-quarters of the increase in deaths were 
pedestrian casualties, meaning that last year one in 
four people killed on the road were pedestrians. There 
were also 16,727 child casualties in 2014 - up 6.2 per 
cent on the previous year. 

Cyclists also still account for a disproportionately 
high number of casualties, with 113 killed in 2014.Wor- 
ryingly, there was a huge rise in the number of cyclists 
being seriously injured, from 3,143 to a total of 3,401. 

This number has been increasing almost every year 
since 2004. 

Motorcyclist deaths rose by 2 per cent from 331 in 
2013 to 339 in 2014, and there was an increase of more 
than 400 who were seriously injured, taking the num¬ 
ber to 5,628 in 2014, a rise of 9 per cent. Overall mo¬ 
torcyclist casualties increased from 18,752 to 20,366, 
an increase of 9 per cent. 

There were almost 200,000 casualties last year on 
Britain's roads - the first overall increase since 1997. 

Traffic levels also rose by 2.4 per cent in 2014, which 
may account partly for the increase in deaths and in¬ 
juries on our roads. 

Nick Lloyd, road safety manager at RoSPA, said: "As 
our economy improves, we can expect traffic levels to 
continue to increase, so we must do everything we can 
to make sure this does not lead to even more increases 
in road crashes and casualties. 


"The reductions in road death and injury in recent years will not au¬ 
tomatically be sustained, without a continued commitment to road 
safety. We must remain focussed on making our roads safer for every¬ 
one, and especially for people travelling on foot and by two wheels. 

"The number of pedestrian fatalities involving those over 60 has in¬ 
creased by 16 per cent, together with a 7 per cent increase in car oc¬ 
cupants. With an aging population we must renew our efforts to 
reverse this phenomenon. 

"It is estimated that between 240 and 340 people were killed in 
Great Britain when at least one driver was over the drink-drive limit. 
We must renew our efforts to highlight the dangers of drink driving."

WEYMOUTH Rowing Club Crews re¬ 
turn very credible times in the London 
River Marathon 

The recent 2015 Great River Race had 
330 competitors from all over the world 
racing the 21.6 miles from London’s 
Dockland to finish at Ham Surrey. 

After a very hectic launch and muster¬ 
ing process the diverse range of rowing 
craft were started according to a predeter¬ 
mined handicap with the slowest boats 
starting even before the Gigs were on the 
water. 

Being classified as one of the fastest 


boats, the Gigs along with Dragon boats, 
Waterman Cutters and Celtic Longboats 
were kept back to start approximately one 
hour after the first boats. 

Unfortunately the river conditions were 
judged too rough for the Dragon boats 
and so at the very last minute they were 
withdrawn reducing the fleet to 302 
boats. 

Due to the diverse range of boats and 
their differing speeds the cox had to 
thread their boat through a very congested 
course where overtaking was restricted 
within the vicinity of the 28 bridges, this 


required skill and total concentration for 
the duration of the race with every com¬ 
petitor vying for position in the restricted 
space of the river course. 

Weymouth Rowing Club (WRC) two 
crews were separated by a mass of boats 
at the start and the Ladies crew steamed 
ahead, they flew down the course to fin¬ 
ish in 2hrs 50minutes in front of 199 
boats. 

A result all the more commendable as 
the rudder broke half way through the 
race and had to be operated without the 
yoke. 


The mixed crew followed up overcom¬ 
ing the initial handicap of extensive traf¬ 
fic, gradually passing through the field to 
produce a very good time of 3hrs 6min- 
utes having overtaken 121 boats.
